choose duty in the European Com- 
mand or assignments within their 
Army Area in' the United States, 
by reenlisting for a period of 
three years, Sgt. Jones of the lo- 
cal recruiting office said today. 


There are still openings for 


service with five famous combat 
divisions in Japan and Korea for 
veterans and non-v'oterans alike, 
Sgt. Jones pointed 'out.
